b. Find reason to believe that Thomas H. Patrick violated 52 U.S.C. § 30120 
by failing to use proper disclaimers in his public communications. 

c. Approve the Factual and Legal Analysis, as recommended in the First 
General Counsel's Report dated June 12,2017, 

d. Enter into conciliation with Thomas H. Patrick, authorizing the General 
Counsel's Office to seek tolling in the manner discussed at the table, prior 
to a finding of probable cause to believe. 

e. Approve the Conciliation Agreement, as recommended in the First General 
Counsel's Report dated June 12, 2017. 

f. Approve the appropriate letters.
